Latt Thorfday an Exprefs was fent hence to Cork end

paft, in order to walk the Road between Dunleer and 
Drogheda every Night, where Campbell robb’d the lower 
Sort of People frequently; and on Thurfday laft came 
one of Mr. Johnfton’s Spies.to his Man, who informed 
him where Campbell was to be that Night; he not 
having Mew to afi hing; apphed t0 Mr. Pocrith, Sove- 
reign of Dunleer, who, like a Friend to his Country, 
got him four ftout Fellows, and arm’d them well; when 
they came to the Houfe where the Tory was, he made 
an obftinate Defence for about three Hours; at la(t they 
broke in at the Gable-end of the Houfe, on which he 
called out for Quarters. . 

The Webfter, Stevens, from London, arrived here laft 
Saturday, in feven Days; the Mafter Reports, that in bis 
Paffage he met only two Englifh Men of War, one of 
40, and the other of 20 Guns,and «wo Englifh Privareers 
on their Cruize; from whence he conc'udes, that 
St. George’s Chanel is quite clear of our Enemies.
